It turned out that most of them use Legal Secretary and
that was also the title used by Ms. Elizondo in the document that she provided when she made this
request.

Commissioner Sutherland commented that he knew that the International Business College had changed
that title approximately six years ago to Legal Assistant because they found that the career path didn’t call
it Legal Secretary as much any more.

Assistant City Attorney Lupe Martinez stated that the City wasn’t opposed to the Hearing Officer’s
recommendation.

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Chair Ruck commented that Hearing Officer Yetter could not make a decision on these cases because of
a possible conflict of interest with his position in the County Attorney’s Office and in case these cases
were prosecuted in the future under criminal charges.

Assistant City Attorney Lupe Cuellar said that was correct. She stated that she had discussed this with
Mr. Yetter and Mr. Yetter while serving in his capacity as a Hearing Officer there was no conflict. The
conflict arises when he serves in his capacity as an Assistant County Attorney. Her recommendation on
the three cases that he had already heard was that he summarize all the evidence and present it to them
without a recommendation. This way the Commission wouldn’t have to listen to the tapes or listen to the
testimony again. The cases could then be placed on the agenda and the Commission could make their
recommendation. She said the fourth case would have to be reassigned to another Hearing Officer.

Chair Ruck asked if this could be a committee of the Commission?
Ms. Cuellar replied that it had to be a Commission of the whole.

Robert Perez, Attorney for Javier Torres, objected to Ms. Cuellar's recommendation. He said he would
request a totally new hearing for his client as he believed Mr. Yetter giving a summary would be totally
unfair to his client. He said that Mr. Yetter was able to hear all the witness and was able to judge them
and look at their demeanor, to look at things first hand.

Chair Ruck asked if the proceedings were taped.

Mr. Perez believed they were audio taped but didn’t believe they were video taped, therefore the
Commission couldn’t judge the witnesses and their testimony and their credibility fairly. He also stated
that Mr. Yetter had an alleged conflict of interest, which he didn’t see.

Commissioner Ellis explained to Mr. Perez what the regular procedure would be and commented it
wouldn’t be that much different from the Commission usually does. He asked Hearing Officer Yetter how
long the hearing was.

Hearing Officer Yetter stated it was for 1 full day.
Discussion.

Commissioner Ellis suggested that the Commission in the backup of the meeting in which this is to be
considered be provided with a CD of the hearing so that the Commissioners may review the tapes in their
entirety without necessarily having to reconvene and rehear the case.

Mr. Perez reiterated that he objected to this, he felt a Hearing Officer should submit a recommendation.
He said that they had requested that the criminal proceedings be settled before they took any action on
this case but had been told they had to proceed with this case. He said that the criminal side of this case
would be settled by January and asked that they hear the case after that.

Discussion.

Chair Ruck asked what the City’s position was on Mr. Perez’ request to wait until after the criminal case is
settled.

Lupe Martinez, Assistant City Attorney, stated the City wanted them to go forward and make a ruling on
the case.

Assistant City Attorney Cuellar reminded that the Commission has always had the option to assign the
case to a Hearing Officer or they could choose to hear the case themselves. She also told the
Commission that even if the criminal case was dismissed they could still go forward with the disciplinary
action, one did not dispose of the other.

17. Discussion and Action on future disciplinary appeals referred to Hearing Officer Bruce Yetter.

Assistant City Attorney Lupe Cuellar said that one of the things that the Commission needs to take into
consideration now that Mr. Yetter’'s superior at the County Attorney’s Office has determined that there is a
conflict, is to determine how to avoid situations like the ones tonight. She recommended that the cases
which are usually assigned on a rotating basis, that were going to be assigned to Hearing Officer Yetter
be given to her so she can look at them and determine whether or not there is any criminal conduct that
may eventually lead to criminal charges. If there is criminal conduct then the case can be assigned to the
next Hearing Officer and the following case assigned to Mr. Yetter. She said they needed to have some
kind of screening mechanism so that this wouldn’t happen again.

Commissioner Ellis asked Hearing Officer Yetter to explain what the process was for the County to
prosecute criminal cases other than hot checks.

Hearing Officer Yetter stated that other than hot checks and juvenile matters, there is a case by case
basis when the District Attorney recuses his office and that is when the County Attorney’s office where
Mr. Yetter works becomes involved in the prosecution. He said that the District Attorney for his own
reasons recused his entire office from prosecuting those cases, and that was what happened in today’s
four Street Department cases.

Commissioner Ellis asked Hearing Officer Yetter how it came to light that these four cases which he had
been assigned were being handled by the County Attorney’s office also.
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Hearing Officer Yetter said it was a confluence of very peculiar circumstances. He explained that back in
2003 when the District Attorney obtained the indictment of the four individuals and the case went for
about four or five months under the auspices of the District Attorney’s office, at some point in there the
District Attorney recused his office and transferred the case to the County Attorney’s office for
prosecution. Mr. Yetter said he had no idea that someone from his office was prosecuting the case. It
wasn't until one of the attorneys who was also handling the criminal side of his client’s situation brought it
to his attention. Mr. Yetter then talked to Michele Locke and Lupe Cuellar to see if there was any problem
which he believed there wasn’t. About one month later he was told that the prosecutor from the County
Attorney’s office who was prosecuting the cases was told that Mr. Yetter was handling the employment
side of the cases and that was the first time that Mr. Yetter even knew who was handling the cases.

Chair Ruck asked Hearing Officer Yetter if he had any problem with the Commission following Assistant
City Attorney Lupe Cuellar’s recommendation on screening the cases before they were assigned to him.

Hearing Officer Yetter said he welcomed the ability to screen the cases so there wouldn’t be any more
inefficiency or delays. He was apologetic to the Commission for these circumstances which had caused
delay.

Chair Ruck told him it wasn't necessary since these circumstances were out of his control.
Discussion.
